A while back, a lot of the CD-RW 
stuff required a special format to handle the ‘interactive’ nature of the 
format. 


If you want to read the disk in another machine, you need to have the

You can still use RW media on the machine, just record it in the 
standard format, NOT in the special RW format.

It would make answering the question easier as I know more 
about Linux than 

Win whatever. Anyway, check to make sure you are not burning multisession CDs. 
If you are, then some CD drives will not recognize the CD because it cannot find 
the info it is expected on the CD where it expects it and it will give up. There 
might be a reference to "fixatinng" the CD after burning which is essentially 
what needs to happen. 

Some CD drives will have a hard time with CD-RW disks and that might be the 
problem. I am unaware of a CD-RW format. I suspect that means a multisession CD 
which is consistent with my advice. There is no reason a CD-RW disk cannot be 
written to and made a single session CD which might be referred to as a CD-R 
format. Hope this helps.

There are 2 things going on here, you weren't real explicit in your post, so 
it's not entirely clear what you are and aren't doing. A couple of things 
to be aware of. 


First, the media. Not all drives can read CDRW media. I suspect that your 
Thinkpad is new enough, but when you say "recorded in CD-R format" do you 
mean you have taken a CDRW media and written it in CD-R format? If so, then 
the Thinkpad drive is capable of reading the CDRW media. Your comment about 
"commercially generated CD" was a tad confusing since I know of no 
commercially recorded CDs which are recorded on CDRW media. 


It is important to understand that there are CD, CD-R, and RD-RW which are 
all very different media. Your CD burner can read all 3 and write the last 
2. Very old drives can't read the last 2, and old drives can't read the 
last one. 


OK, the other part is the format, and I think this is where you are having 
the problem. There are a number of "standard" formats, the most generic 
being ISO-9660, which can be read by almost anyone. Windows specific 
formats have cute names like "Romeo" and "Joliet". These can be read by 
appropriate Windows machines, and most Linux machines. 


Now DirectCD is a whole 'nuther can of worms. This is a special format that 
needs a special driver that was installed when you installed your CD burner 


software. Without that driver, the Thinkpad won't be able to read the 
special, proprietary format. It shouldn't matter whether you write ona 
CD-R or a CD-RW, without the driver the data is invisible. I believe that 
there is now an industry standard rewritable format, and I think Easy CD 
Creator 5 can write it, but it's going to need a driver that's not in 
Windows 98 (but probably is in XP). 


If your CD burner included Windows 98 software, installing DirectCD on the 
Thinkpad should allow it to read the CD-RW's you create on the desktop. 
However, the install may be set so it won't install unless it senses the CD 
burner it was sold with.

I second Frank's view. The reflectance of the material on a CD RW is not 
high as that of the commerically made or CD R disks. If the drive is not 
CD RW compatable, there is not enough light being reflected from the disk 
for the detector on the CD drive to read the info. If this is the problem, 
the only solution is to replace the drive. If the drive is CD RW 
compatable, it should say so either on the drive itself or in the manual. 
If it does not specifically say it is CD RW compatable, it probably is not.

Over the last couple of months, as a sub-contractor for IBM, I've replaced 
several dozen mother boards with the electrolytic problem. To see if your 
board has a problem check the tops of the electrolytic capacitors, usually 
surrounding or near the processor chip. The trouble capacitors have either 
bulging tops alone or bulging tops combined with a residue of vented 
material along the vent lines. I have not found (or heard of) any case 
where the capacitor exploded. They simply bulge at the top or bulge and 
vent. In some cases the pc still worked, in others the first sign of 
trouble was intermittent operation

I can't answer some of your questions, and others have already been (at 
least partially) answered. 


But here, in random order are a couple of observations: 


1. The "higher quality" fets (IRF520, 530 820) do have better turn on 
characteristics but they also have lots more gate capacitance. That 
capacitance is a real pain to drive. (You end up with very high peak 
currents in the drive circuit, and if the drive circuit doesn't have 
sufficient gain, you end up dissipating plenty of power in it, and/or 
slowing down the driving waveforms edges). When I get a round tuit (hope 
you've see the joke about round tuits), I'm going to research 

"optimized" drive circuits for capacitive loads. In the meantime, you 

might want to check out the IRL510. It's like the IRF510 but with better 
(and lower) gate threshold. If I remember right, it's something like 1v max. 


2. AS George Heron has said, the output filter is part of the design of 
the amplifier, and you'll get more meaningful numbers if you include it 
when doing measurements. 


3. The amp in my QRP Homebrewer article used a 9 volt power supply 
because a) that was the design voltage for the NJQRP Snap Transmitter 
which (except for its output filter) drives the class-E amp and b) it 
seemed way cool to be creating that much rf with a 9 volt transistor 
battery. In a subsequent experiment, I switched to an IRF510 from an 
IRF511 and jacked the Vdd to 14v using a bench supply. My amplifier 
efficiency went to (approximately) 90% into a 50-ohm dummy load. I wish 
I had kept a "lab notebook" on the experiment. I don't remember the 


measured power output and the exact efficiency. The references do say, 
however, that efficiency rises with supply voltage (other things kept 
equal). I've heard that some class E amplifiers have gotten up to the 
mid to high 90's. 


It's amazing, how much fun you can have using (free) simulation software 
and less than $10 worth of components! If you come up with more results 

please be sure to put them onto the reflector. There's at least a dozen 

folks here who'd like to see what else comes out!

>experiment with it for 40M to "figger" it out. I built just the amp (no 
>output filter) and fed it with my Icom 735 ALC'd back to 60mW. This 
>little amp is amazing! 

> 

>It's comprised of 4 caps, a toroid, a resistor, IRF510 and a 10K pot, 
>that's it. I built mine on a solderless proto-board, the kind of thing 
>you just stick parts into, several rows are connected with little fingers 
>underneath. Now, with a 12.8V (190ma) supply I'm getting 2W out (with 60mW 
>in) with about 82% efficiency. W2BVH wonders in the article about what 
>an increase in supply voltage will do to the output. Well, I wondered too 
>and that's where it gets weird. 

> 

>I upped the supply to 26V (2 gel cells) and reset the pot for 1mA idle as 
>before. Now I get 6.12W out, not bad you say, well read on. At that 
>power it's drawing 210mA from the battery. I'll save you the math, 5.46W 
>in, 6.12W or 112% efficient :) 


> 

>Hang on a minute... Wanna check something before I make a total idiot out 
>of myself. 

> 

>! @#S%S%* analog meters! ! DOH! was reading the wrong scale. So input was 


>24.3V at 320mA or 7.78W in, 6.12W out (60mw in) , and 78% efficiency. 
>Whew, that was close:) 

> 

>I've also been trying to work out the relationship of input capacitance, 
>coil and frequency. I'm using almost the same uH in the coil as Lenny, 
>but it seems to play better on 40 than 80. Also I have some IRF540's, 


>that have a lower on resistance and faster switching time, but they do 
>worse than the IRF510. I would think I could get more power out with a 
>lower resistance, and run a higher frequency with the better switch 
>times. So far that's not the case. I've changed the coil a few times, 
>and can "sweep" the amp with the MFJ259 while I watch the output on the 
>scope, and the current drawn from the supply. I can't seem to come up 
>with any "rules of thumb" for Class E amps. I'm xassumingx that the coil 
>would get smaller as the frequency goes up, but now I'm starting to doubt 
>even that assumption. 

> 

>The article uses a filter that transforms output impedance from 100 ohms 
>at the drain to 50 ohms at the antenna, so I've been using a 4W 100 ohm 
>dummy load on it. (The 100 ohm dummy load is factored into the power 
>calualtions) When the dummy load gets hot, the current starts to go 

>up, but the MOSFET only barely gets warm to the touch. At the 2W level, I 
>left it key-down for over five minutes and could still touch the 1" 
>square heat sink I have on the transistor. So even anecdotal evidence 
>would help in trying to get some basic rules together on this thing. I've 
>been to Glenn VE3DNL's page, but I'm just not "gettin' it". 

> 

>After this, I think I'll move on to the 25W 2xIRF510 amp in the W1FB 
>Design Notebook. But I guess I'll have to talk about that one some other 
>list :)

> First, the media. Not all drives can read CDRW media. I suspect that 
your 

> Thinkpad is new enough, but when you say "recorded in CD-R format" do you 
> mean you have taken a CDRW media and written it in CD-R format? If so, 
then 

> the Thinkpad drive is capable of reading the CDRW media. Your comment 
about 

> "commercially generated CD" was a tad confusing since I know of no 

> commercially recorded CDs which are recorded on CDRW media. 


I wasnt very explicit as I didnt really know what was relevant. The Thinkpad 
is pretty old. It is a 380D or something like that if I remember correctly. 
It originally came with Windows 95 so I assume it was probably manufactured 
between 95 and 97. As you suggested, the drive may be too old to be 
compatible. 


Using the CDRW media I was unsuccessful. The only time I was successfully 
able to produce a CD that was readible on the laptop was using a CD-R format 
media. None of my software as far as I know gives me an option to save ina 
different format. By commercially generated CD I just ment the kind that you 
get from software manufacturers when they distributte their software. For 
example I was able to install ACT 5.0 contact management software on the 
laptop from CD. Also I was able to use the CD from West Mountain Radio that 
provides Digipan and other software for the RigBlaster. 


> Now DirectCD is a whole 'nuther can of worms. This is a special format 
that 

> needs a special driver that was installed when you installed your CD 
burner 

> software. Without that driver, the Thinkpad won't be able to read the 
special, proprietary format. It shouldn't matter whether you write ona 
CD-R or a CD-RW, without the driver the data is invisible. I believe that 
there is now an industry standard rewritable format, and I think Easy CD 
Creator 5 can write it, but it's going to need a driver that's not in 
Windows 98 (but probably is in XP). 


If your CD burner included Windows 98 software, installing DirectCD on the 
Thinkpad should allow it to read the CD-RW's you create on the desktop. 
However, the install may be set so it won't install unless it senses the

I have occasionally run across media that won't write successfully at lower 
speeds, but in general, lowering the write speed will increase your chance 
of success. 


At one point, I was doing backups to CD-RW media, but that was back when 
CD-R's were five bucks. Now that CD-R's are around a quarter, I find it a 
big win to backup to CD-R (zip files, 9660 format) and keep the backups 
essentially forever (in sleeves so they don't take up much space). 


What this does is makes it a lot easier for me to delete junk that I 
probably don't need anyway. In the unlikely event that I end up needing it, 
it's on a backup. 


I have given up on all the proprietary backup programs because they are 
always so short-lived. Some things (source code, images) I occasionally 
want to go back to a long time later. Invariably there have been some 
operating system changes and the old backups sets are no longer readable 
without reconstructing a special system to read them. 


ISO-9660 CD's are readable by just about anything, and InfoZip is available 
on every platform under the sun and has been for a very long time. Zipping 
the stuff I want to back up is pretty convenient, and I can get stuff back 
to/from Windows any version, DOS, Linux, OS/2, VMS, MVS, VM(!), whatever.

Usually, 486 motherboards can handle a variety of processors, so you should 
be able to upgrade the chip (I did this several years ago with my own 486 
motherboard). However, you'll need to make some jumper or DIP switch 
changes, and you'll need the manual for the motherboard in order to do so. 
You might be able to find a copy online--some of the motherboard 
manufacturers put their manuals online. This board might be too old for the 
manufacturer to bother, though. You might have to call the 
manufacturer--good luck. 


Frankly, I doubt you'll see enough improvement in performance to make it 
worth the effort to change processors. You can probably buy a complete 


motherboard with a Pentium processor on it for next to nothing and get much 
better performance.

The tricky bit is that most of the MB's you can find nowadays are ATX 
format, which means a new power supply, case and keyboard, memory, and 
probably a new mouse. Even if you find an AT motherboard, it seems like 
Dell went through a period back in the 486 timeframe where they didn't take 
standard MBs, so depending on the exact age of the system, an AT MB might be 
the same as an ATX in terms of upgrade complexity. 


I went through this exercise a few months ago (with the added complication 
of needing a PCI slot). I found I could get a 766 MHz MB, processor, 
keyboard, mouse and case cheaper than I could get a P100 processor and MB. 
Even more of a surprise, I found a better deal at a downtown computer store 
than I could find on the web. So it's best to keep your options open! 


On the floppies, many newer MBs allow you to make the switch in the BIOS, 
but the knowledge of which floppy is A is contained in the cable, so 
switching the cables should do it. Remember you are also going to have to 
make a BIOS change since the BIOS needs to know the size of the drives.

I had thought that there 
should be some sort of regulation on the bias pot, since the voltage 
would drop when I key it up, and then some tweaking of the pot would 
bring it back in line. Of course when it was unkeyed the MOSFET started 
to warm up a bit.

I'll go back and see if I can make some sense out of it, and might try 
and scale back some of the QRO designs on that one page. 


I did notice that in W1FB Design Notebook (pp 162), he says about forward 
gate bias "I use +2V for CW operation and 3.5V for linear service".

I was under the impression that linear stuff needed to 
be A, AB, or B and that C was good for CW and FM stuff. And Class D

My sincere thanks to all those who replied. This is one whale of a list. I 
received many offers of manual copies, one e-mailed a .jpg of the manual 
pages to me and another fine gentleman faxed a copy to me. I am sincerely 
grateful. 


By the way, the eHam.net reviews had some negative comments about the unit, 
but xallx responses from this list were positive. Turns out that the device 
is accurate and well built. I personally did not find any construction 
problems with mine and, having diddled with the internal pots, had to go 
through the calibration process again. 


The meters are a bit pricey new: $150 MSRP. Although, they are definitely 
competitive with such as the Mirage MP-1. It has dual meters, they are large 
(no squinting from the operating position to see what your power is), and 
are NOT CROSSED (personal prejudice). If you happen by a unit at a swap meet 
and can pick it up for a good price, then you won't be disappointed. If the 
manual is missing, it is available from Autek for $3 and is only 5 8x11 
pages. I and others on this list will be more than happy to send/fax/email 
you a copy. 


Words of caution: Autek does NOT include the schematic of the main unit with 
the manual nor will they provide it for proprietary reasons. They do provide 
a schematic of the control head, however. Also, be advised that if you do 
not receive the original wall wart to power one, be double-extra-careful in 
substituting your own power source. I was warned by many respondents theirs 
was a negative center device. Many units were but it wasn't always the case. 
Don Foster, K5KW, said it best (reprinted without permission): 


> One word of caution. I stated in my e-mail that the center pin of the 


power 
> connector takes the minus voltage lead. Further reading of Autek material 
> indicates that this is not always so. Here's the reason for my apparent 

> discrepancy. 

> 

> I have two manuals, one for an older unit that I bought in 1990 and 
another 

> manual for one that I bought in 1998. The older manual is silent on which 
> lead is which. So, I checked my watt meter and it has a minus connection 
to 

the power jack center pin. That's what I reported to you. 


> 
> 
> However, in reading the newer manual that I found later, I read the 

> following: 

> 

> "The WM1 needs +9 to 18 VDC at approximately 15 ma. Plug the 115 VAC 
adapter 

into the rear panel jack. If you use external power, note that SOME WM1's 
HAVE JACKS WITH THE INNTER CONNECTOR '‘+', BUT MOST HAVE INNER CONNECTORS 
"-". To avoid damage to the unit, temporarily connect your external power 
supply or battery "-" lead to the cabinet and connect the battery "+" lead 
to the WM1 reran power jack to see which lead is ground. Or, check with an 
ohmmeter between chassis and power jack." 


I believe I'd check with an ohmmeter instead of applying battery power.

Over the last couple of months, as a sub-contractor for IBM, I've replaced 
several dozen mother boards with the electrolytic problem. To see if your 
board has a problem check the tops of the electrolytic capacitors, usually 
surrounding or near the processor chip. The trouble capacitors have either 
bulging tops alone or bulging tops combined with a residue of vented 
material along the vent lines.

It's very clear that the Mosfet current (gate current) flows 50% 
of the time. This is the definition for a Class B amplifier. I'm ata 
loss to to see what makes it any other Class. I think if the Mosfet was 
of a faster type with lower capacity between source and drain the 
current might flow for more of the half cycle. 


If they had a faster switch they might get into class C where 
the current flows just a small portion of a half cycle, but not sure 
without testing if the efficiency would improve.

Sounds pretty slick. It would be nice if you could correlate the sweep 
voltage exactly to frequency. 


That would be a good one to do on a PC. If you had a DDS, the PC could 
control the frequency exactly. Then you'd need an A/D to tell it the 
output of the detector. (I have a couple ways in mind for that ... one is 
a Radio Shack DVM that has a serial output, another is a D/A and PIA card I 


built for the PC a while back.) Then you could automate the whole shootin' 
match. The PC would find the peak and half power points. 


It could find Rs too, if it had a correlation of detector output to Rs. 
That's the manual method I'm using now. I insert several values of R in 
the crystal socket (8.2, 10, 12, 15, 18) and log the readings. Then when I 

tune the test crystal to max output, I interpolate the Rs from my logged 
readings. But I'm not sure I trust this, so I keep double checking my 
logged readings to make sure my oscillator output power isn't changing over 
time.

Since there is a bit of confusion regarding Class E amplifiers which is 
causing at least one individual to get hot under the collar, let me try to 


give a brief explanation of what switching amplifiers are all about. 


First of all, these amplifiers are operated by driving the power device 
between cutoff and saturation with as little rise and fall time as possible. 
If the device saturates at a low voltage, then the heat dissipated during 
the "on" time is minimized. With fast rise and fall times, the heat 
dissipated during the transistion time is minimized as well. The goal is to 
select and drive the power device in such a way as to minimize the power 
dissipated by the device in these three time periods. 


The various classes of switching amplifiers denote either the method of 
performing the switching or in the way that the power is coupled to the 
load. Class D is unique in that is uses pulse width mudulation (formed by 
way of a delta modulator) to vary the average power during the sine wav 
cycle. Class D Audio power amplifiers and RF power amplifiers used for AM 
broadcast stations use this method. This method is used for signals whose 
amplitude varies with time, such as an AM envelope. 


The other two classes E and F (and a few newer ones) are used for 
signals that have a constant envelope, such as FM, PSK, and OPSK. In these, 
the power device is operated at a constant 50% duty cycle, and is easily 
driven with nothing more complicated than a square wave. The sine wave 
output is derived by designing the output tank circuit so that it passes the 
fundamental power and blocks the harmonics. To do this, we design parallel 
tuned tank circuits, called "idlers" to be resonant at 3fo, 5f0, and so 
forth. Most designs just use a single idler at 3f0, and a few include a 5fo 
idler. 


By having the power device see a load at fo and an open at the 
harmonics, the total voltage at the collector or drain is lower by way of 
superposition than it would be if we were just amplifying the fundamental. 
This lets the power device pass more current (hence power) to the load 
through the tank circuit, bringing the efficiency higher than we could 
otherwise. Efficiency is improved if the even harmonics are shorted to 
ground, which is what my IMS paper was all about. 


I have designed Class F amplifiers at VHF with peak efficiencies of over 
90% using MOSFET and LDMOS devices up to 100W. The only drawback to 
switching amplifiers of Class E and F is that they are narrowband, the 
result of keeping the idlers and resonant tank circuits all playing 
together. 


Switching amplifiers can be looked at as Class B or Class C amplifiers 
being driven into heavy saturation, but the real difference is in the output 


matching circuitry.

It's a small-but-important point in the Class E design that the inductor in 
the *drain circuit* is the frequency-specific component, not the LPF output 
filter (whose cutoffs, by nature, must be selected for the desired 
frequency). 


Lenny described in his article, as did the other authors in their 
references, that one has to adjust the windings on that toroid (in his 
schematic http://www.njqrp.org/qhbextra/6/6b.html) for optimum performance 
on his specific transmitter frequency. 


So, for this reason, I'm not certain how wide in operation that "optimum 
inductance setting" would be. Guess I'll also keep reading to learn how a 
wide-band amplifier stage is achieved with this Class E approach.

BAD IDEA! 


The forces present on the guy wire for a tower or mast can exceed 3000 
lbs of pull PER GUY. A wooden 4x4 does not have the strength necessary to 
oppose 6-9000 lbs of force 3.5-4 feet off the ground. It will snap like a 
twig. Just what you need in a high wind. 


Elevated guys are possible. The proper technique is to use a steel 
I-beam, and only a few feet high at that. Some hams have had success with 
concrete-filled 4-6" steel pipes, like those used to support wooden decks.
